The roll of the new Qouncll was then called and the following members answered
present: Qouncilmen Alford, Gillis, McFadden, Muyeller , and Steok, 5; absent, none.

Qouncilman 9teck moved that the Councll now proceed with its organization and
election of officers. Motion was meoonded by Oounollman Mueller and eame prevailed
by the follewing vote: Ayes, Councllmen Alford, Gillle, McFadden, Mueller and Steck;

Judge E4 R. Kpne expressed hls appreclatinn to the outgoing Council for having
given him the privilege of serving as Corporation Judge during thelr term of office and
to the new Counclil for reapnointment by them to auch office for the ensuing term, and
aspured them that 1t woﬁld be his endeavor in the future, as in the past, to administer
the law ag he found 1t, alwaye tempering the same with justice and mercy.

fayor McFadden stated with reference to the retirement of Yessrs. Fennell and Reed
from the Council that his asgsoclation with them has been most delightful and satisfac-
tory, that they have been found true men in every regpect, loyal to their convictions
and their ideals, that Councilman Pannell eppecially has been a diligent etudent of
munioipal affairs, being probably the best informed man in Austin on munlecipal affairs,
